Theroforo,  v/hethor  that  route  v/ill  be  roopenod 
or  not  after  it  was  once  blocked t  is  a  great  help  for  us  to  ascertain  the 
attitude  of  Great  Britain  tov/ard  us  today  when  the  Tripartite  JEfect  has 
beun  formed,  and  are  nov/  watching  .;ith  groat  interest  what  attitude

ment  of  tho  arodrancs  there.  Next,  on  September  4  a  sort  of  agreement  c/as 
reached  betv/een  the  military  authorities  of  both  countries  on  tho  spot. 
JUrthemioro,  on  September  22  aft  r  mtch  parley,  an  oxocutive  agreement  v/as 
effected  on  tho  spot  i/hich  enabled  our  troops  stationed  at  tho  frontier 
districts  of  South  China  to  March  accross  tho  border  line  into  the  terri¬ 
tory  of  French-indo  China,  and  on  the  other  hand,  enabled  sore  of  our 
units  to  lend  in  Haiphong  from  the  sea.

On  the  contrary,  Japan  wants  to  froo, 
the  natives  from  the  imperialistic  oppressions,  to  lovo  thorn  as  brothers 
and  sisters  instead  of  treat ioji  t  cm  as  slaves,  and  to  ootublish  a  rela¬ 
tion  of  mutual  existence  and  prosperity.  The  reason  why  Jq  an  intends 
to  adopt  such  a  policy  is  not  because  of  the  regard  for  other  states,  or 
because  she  considers  it  a  v/ise  policy  under  the  present  trend  of  the 
world,  but  because  of  her  focir  of  Heave n.  That  our  country  is  the  divine 
land  means,  in  a  sense,  that  if  our  stats  acts  in  aooordanco  with  Provi- 
donco,  wo  can  enjoy  divine  graco,  whereas  if  not,  wo  shall  incur  the 
wrath  of  Hoaven,  Therefore,  'When  wo  carry  out  our  foreign  policy,  I 
boliovc  that  uo  must  pay  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  country  is  the 
divine  land.  Indeed  our  future  is  full  of  difficulties.  At  the  present 
monijnt,  we  should  exert  ourselves  to  construct  a  strong  defonsi'/o  country 
in  which  100,000,000  of  us  shall  be  united  into  one,  and  at  the  same  time, 
to  consolidate  tho  oconoroic  relations  in  the  Greater  East  ,iSia  ophorc* 
With  those  objectives  in  view,  l.lr,  KOHriYiiSdl,  Minister  of  Ccmmorco 
and  Industry,  has  been  specially  sent  to  tho  IXitoh  ladles  and  is  now 
engaged  in  negotiations  with  tho  authorities  there,  and  likewise  a  spe¬ 
cial  envoy  is  going  to  bo  dispatched  to  French- Indo  China,  Wc  want  also 
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t3  otr^.n-tUvii  acalition  v/ith  'r\.uiluvA  Qtid  cthc^r  countries  in  t>.c  futur„.

Th..  relations  boti/oan  our  country  and  tlio  Soviet  Union,  heretofoio, 
have  not  boon  friendly  for  various  reasons,  but  I  boliovo  that  at  this 
critical  ::iom.nt  ..hich  night  b.  called  the  tiir^  of  a  i.-orld  rovoiution,  both 
countries  suould  not  quarrel  v/ith  each  other  at  the  corner  of  East  ;.sia. 

I  believe  t..at  ti^  time  has  no:/  co,^  i/hon.  if  there  is  any  misunderstanding 
or  if  ther.  are  a:iy  pending  proUl  as  bct:/ean  tho  tv/o  countries,  v.-c  should 
no./  tiy  to  remove  or  settle  ttem  and  should  coope^rato  for  a  greater 
miss  ion.  In  tlie  Soviet  Union  they  ai'e  rcp/^atedly  saying  that  tlioy  v/on't 
pick  up  chestnuts  in  the  fire  for  any  other  stato.  This  to  the  same  with 
every  nation*  Under  tho  iresont  circurastanoca  nothing  would  bo  mere  favou¬ 
rable  to  eth^r  states  in  the  v/orlu  then  conflict  between  the  Soviet  Union 
and  Jap-n.  I  believe  nothing  would  result  more  in  picking  up  Chestnuts 
in  tho  fii'e  for  others  than  this,  i;.ccordingly  in  article  k  of  the 
present  treaty,  ./e  have  made  if  clear  that  this  pact  shall  not  at  all 
affect  the  i-elations  betv.’een  tho  Soviet  Union  end  tho  contracting  p 
-  Japan,  Gw-mnany  and  Italy.  However,  .Vw  can  n^v.r  tolerate  cemmunism 
to  be  pr..vaUnt  in  our  oountiy  or  in  both  Manchuria  and  China,  and  it 
goes  v/ithout  saying  that  thire  is  further  need  for  the  stiict  contro 
of  it.  Therefore,  one  of  the  object iveu  of  tho  movement  of  "StrllffT^ISEI" 
(the  New  Order),  for  instance,  should  bt;  to  eliminate,  on  one  liand,  v  ry 
social  contradiction  from  v/hich  dangerous  thoughts  are  liable  to  spring 
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atid  to  strengthun  tiv-  spirit  of  th>;  ImporiQl  itoy  by  holding  our  nation 
closely  together,  and  r-r^ctising  social  justice,  and  on  the  other,  to 
root  out  sucli  idc ■''logic c  as  ccianunisra  md  dara.-orcioy  ‘./hich  do  not  fit  to 
our  tuitionul  structure#  Practically  spoaking,  under  the.  present  int  r- 
national  situation,  v;c  uro  caapcllod  to  hand  In  the  question  of  ideology 
as’  a  domestic  problem,  ret  her  than  an  in  t-:r  national  raid  ac  have  to  deal 


with  int'.  rnationcl  questions,  n:';^ly  qu^stictis  bot’./ocn  one  countiy  and 
anotlicr,  opart  fran  the  question  of  ideology,  Strictly  spcnl^ing,  this 
is  a  Very  difficult  problem,  but  I  believe  \to  should  consider  it  as  the

So  long  as  the  po’./ors 
vmich  have  not  yet  participated  in  tho  European  War  or  the  China 
Incident  do  not  attack  any  of  the  three  Countrioa— Japiin,  Germany  and 
Itnly,  nor  disturb  our  plan  of  the  Greater  East  ^isiu  Co-prosperity  Sphere, 
our  country  is  'willing  to  be  in  friendly  ti  rms  v/ith  thorn  nnd  to  share  in 
the  godsend  benefits.  It  goes  without  saying  that  \ro  have  no  intention 
of  brooding  unnecessary  troublv.s  with  them.  Thorofore  'wo  should  strictly 
refrain  fran  raising  any  rash  aoti-fore  ign  agitation  \/ithout  any  justi¬ 
fiable  reasons,
